Materials that on the 10th December last the Mexican 

: Congress approved the Contract entered into 

between the Mexican Government and the Mexican National 

Railroad Company, and that the text of the same was published in 
the Official Journal of the Republic on the 23rd idem. 

This Contract calls for the construction of two new lines, namely, 
one from the City of Mexico toa point on its present line to Laredo, 
which may be decided upon by the Department of Public Works, 
and another from San Miguel to Monterey. It further stipulates 
that the company may widen or lay a third rail in any portion of 
its existing track, and widen it from the point of connection of 
the new line from the City of Mexico as far as Laredo, and also 
widen the existing line between San Miguel and Matamoros. By 
obtaining this concession, the National Railway will thus have a 
narrow gauge line (the one at present in existence) and the broad 
gauge, both running out of Mexico City, as the concession for the 
new line does not affect the existing one in any point along the 
first 230 miles, and there will be no very great difficulty in 
the building of the line, which will pass through a portion of the 
country where heavy grades are unnecessary. 

The time granted the company either for the construction of the 
new lines or for the widening of the gauge of those in existence is 
three years, and the total subsidy to be granted will be 2,000,000 dols.

By tke granting of this concession, the National Railway will

In the international exhibition at the Park Cinquantenaire, 
there is to be a section devoted to aérostatics, organised by the 
Aéro Club of Belgium, and under the direction of the aéronaut, 
Mr. Capazza, who will exhibit two of his balloons, one torn and 
worn, accompanied by his parachute, and the other inflated. The 
exhibition will include every kind of known mechanical locomotion, 
automobile, velocipede, aérial, electric, maritime and nautical. 
Trials of aérial locomotion will take place in the Park Cinquan- 
tenaire during the exhibition.

MEXICO. 


A report by the United States Consul at Vera Cruz, dated 18th 
Seemuiee ult., states that the project of establishing a 

Pe oll permanent exhibition of foreign and native 
smuhenieien in products in the City of Mexico, which has been 

Mexico City under consideration for some time, is likely 

* goon to be an established fact. 

A contract has been signed between the Department of Public 
Improvement, on the part of the Mexican Government, and 
Mr. José Landero Cos, representing a company, by which a con- 
cession is granted to the latter to establish a permanent exhibition 
as above mentioned. The agreement has already been approved 
by the lower house of Congress, and it is hoped it will meet the 
approval of the Senate. 

According to this agreement, the buildings for the exhibition 
shall be finished within three years, and cost not less than 
300,000 dols. in Mexican currency. ‘The concession is for a term 
of ten years. 

The administration of the exhibition will promulgate its rules 
and regulations, approved by the Government, in Spanish, 
English, French, Italian, and German. An annual catalogue will 
also be published in the same languages, containing a descriptive 
list of all the articles exhibited. Any article to be received for 
exhibition must be accompanied by a ticket, stating the name of 
the manufacturer or producer, or his agent, the name of the 
article, its application, price, and all other necessary data. Enough 
space in each building shall be reserved for Federal Government 
exhibits. 

In order to assure the success of the exhibition, the Government 
of the Republic asks the different States of the Federation to 
obtain articles and data, and such other information as will help 
to extend commercial relations. 

All material necessary for the construction of the buildings, as 
well as samples of foreign products, will be admitted free of duty, 
under a bond guaranteeing that they are for the use of the exhibi- 
tion only. However, any samples so imported which have not 
been sold or re-exported within one year will be assessed the usual 
duties, according to the tariff in force at the time of importation.

“*During the year just closed Canada reached the highest mark in 
‘her progress hitherto attained. Compared with ten years ago, her 
‘exports have just doubled, having increased from 98,000,000 dols. 
‘to 196,000,000 dols., while her imports have grown from 
£119,000,000 dols. to 190,000,000 dols. The public deposits in 
‘the Banks now amount to 407,000,000 dols.’ 

“ An analysis of the figures indicates that the export trade of 
the United Kingdom with Canada is expanding under the 
preferential tariff, and that the natural products and manufactures 
of Canada are being imported in largely increasing quantities in 
the United Kingdom. Satisfactory as the figures are, however, the 
United Kingdom will no doubt secure a larger share of the import 
trade of Canada; and, on the other hand, the imports into the 
United Kingdom from Canada form a very small percentage of the 
vequirements of the country, and are capable of much expansion. 

“Canada is anxious to develop inter-Imperial trade. Nothing 
would give Canadians greater satisfaction than a further increase 
in British as compared with other imports ; and they are naturally 
inclined to the opinion that, as they become better known, the 
products of Canada and the Colonies, all things being equal, will be 
regarded with greater favour in the United Kingdom than similar 
products from foreign countries which are now imported in large 
quantities. 

“The manner in which this increased trade is to be brought 
about on both sides has been the subject of much discussion. I am 
convinced, however, that a great deal can be done by the dissemina- 
tion of more knowledge of the various products of Canada—of the 
mines, the forests, the fisheries, the farms and dairies, the manu- 
factories, &c.—and by the circulation of the other information that 
is necessary to bring about the development of trade. Similar 
particulars relating to the imports of Canada, the Customs tariff, 
and other data of the kind, if more widely known, would also help 
to develop British exports to the Dominion. 

“T therefore venture to ask you to give me the opportunity of 
stating that, as High Commissioner for Canada, I invite corre- 
spondence on all these matters. Business directories and trade 
journals, information about all branches of Canadian commerce, 
the names of the leading exporters and importers of the Dominion, 
and, in fact, much that is necessary to stimulate more extensive 
commercial relations between the two countries, is available in my

EMIGRATION FROM BRITISH INDIA. 


The Board of Trade have received from the India Office a state- 
ment, together with tables, showing the emigration from British 
India in recent years. 

From these statistics it appears that the number of emigrants 
from India during the five years 1885-86 to 1900-01, and the 
number of returned emigrants during the same period, was as 
follows :—

The mortality amongst emigrants is high in some of the colonies 
to which they go, and of those who survive a substantial propor- 
tion elect to continue to work in the colony after their term of 
indenture expires, and many of these never return to India. In 
Mauritius, for instance, about 69 per cent. of the population 
(261,739 out of a population of 379,659) are Indian settlers and 
their descendants ; in Demerara a third of the population of the 
colony consists of, Indians ; and in Natal, Trinidad, and elsewhere, 
the settled Indians are increasing in numbers. 

There are five places in India from which emigration may 
legally be carried on—Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, and the two 
French settlements of Pondicherry and Karikal. From Bombay 
emigration ceased many years ago, and general recruiting has 
never been resumed, labour in the Western Presidency being, on 
the whole, so well paid that there is but little inducement to 
emigrate to the coolie-employing colonies, That port and the 
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port of Karachi, however, have recently been used for the ship- 
ment of male labourers destined for work on the Uganda railway, 
who were recruited under agreements made with or on behalf of 
H.M. Government. Over 27,000 such labourers, mostly recruited 
in the Panjab, have left Karachi for that purpose in the last three 
years. From the French settlements there has been no emigration 
since 1884, except in one year 1888-89. ‘The port of Calcutta is 
the most convenient for the shipment of emigrants drawn from the 
impoverished masses of the thickly-populated districts of Oudh, 
Bih4r, and the eastern section of the North-Western Provinces, 
and the main stream of emigration flows from that region down 
the Hooghly. Of the persons who emigrated from India in 
1900-01, 11,510 (being 43 per cent.) were shipped from Calcutta, 
the greater number of them from the North-Western Provinces, 
Oudh, Native States, and Bihar. Their destinations were British 
Guiana, Trinidad, Natal, Mauritius, and Fiji. From Madras 6,966 
were shipped during the year, recruited exclusively from the 
Madras Presidency, mostly from the southern (Tamil) districts. 
These went to Natal and Mauritius. There is a considerable flow 
of native labourers from Madras to Ceylon and the Straits, but 
pe traffic is not conducted under the provisions of the Emigration 

ct.

The figures in the tables appended to the above statement relate 
solely to emigration as carried on under the laws regulating emi- 
gration. They take no account of the numbers who leave India as 
passengers, not having been recruited by emigration agencies for 
service in the Colonies, these being separately dealt with. The 
tables also take no account of persons who leave India on pilgrimage 
to the holy places in Arabia, of whom small but uncertain numbers 
settle out of India. 
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TRADE OF BENGAL WITH NEPAL, TIBET, &c. 


According to official statistics recently issued by the Govern- 
ment of Bengal the trade of that Presidency with each of the 
trans-frontier countries, Nepal, Tibet, Sikkim and Bhutan in each 
of the financial years ended 31st March, 1899, 1900 and 1901, was 
as in the following table :—-

The report states that the trade is insignificant except with Nepal. 
With Tibet itself Indian commercial intercourse is still really of 
the slightest. According to the reports received, the trade declined 
heavily in consequence of cattle disease, the prolonged occurrence of 
small-pox, the troubles in China, the destruction of the Kalimpong- 
Siliguri cart road by a cyclone in September, 1899, and finally, 
rumours of sanitary measures taken by the Government of India 
in connection with the plague. The combination of the causes 
enumerated may indeed be held to be enough to paralyse such a 
trade as that with Tibet, and yet, perhaps, the most effective cause 
of all is not included in the list, namely, the aversion of the 
Tibetan authorities to the development of trade with India, and 
their selection as a mart of Yatung, which has not one of the con- 
ditions required for an efficient market. Up to the present, at any 
rate, Tibet presents a practically closed door to the Indian trader, 
at least in that portion of the country which is reached from 
Darjeeling. 

The trade with Sikkim and Bhutan needs no comment. It is 
trifling and presents no new or interesting developments. The 
trade with Nepal constitutes about 92 per cent. of the whole trade 
carried across the frontiers of Bengal. About half of the imports 
last year consisted of grain and pulse (largely rice) brought into 
India in response to the active demand which existed for food- 
grains. The exports consist principally of cotton yarn and piece- 
goods (European and Indian), metals, provisions and salt. In both 
imports and exports there was, on the whole, a material expansion 
of trade last year, but the fluctuations in the articles comprising 
the bulk of the trade present no features of special interest, and it 
is not necessary to specify them in deiail. 

The total value of the trade of the year with all the countries 
mentioned above was much larger than in 1899-1900. The im- 
ports of merchandise only increased from 159-78 lakhs to 169:13 
lakhs, and the exports of merchandise only from 126 09 lakhs to 
131-74 lakhs. 
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TRADE OF ABYSSINTA IN 1900. 


The following particulars relating to the trade of Abyssinia in 
1900 are extracted from a report by the French Consul at Addis 
Ababa :— 

IMPORTS.—The principal articles imported into Addis Ababa 
are American unbleached cotton goods, white calicoes, drills or 
white cottons, printed cottons, canvas, cotton drawers, cotton in 
skeins, black cloths, silk goods, velvets, laces, hats, cotton 
umbrellas, boots and shoes, household utensils, such as enamelled 
mugs, metal plates, saucepans, copper kettles, candles, matches, &c. 
Among the other articles of import may be noted hardware, glass- 
ware, preserved food products, sporting guns, ammunition, &c. 

Fuller details as to the description, quality, length, weight, 
price and other particulars respecting the above-mentioned articles, 
as given in the French Consul’s report, may be seen on application 
to the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 
50, Parliament Street, S.W., any day between the hours of 10 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. 

_ EXPORTS.—The principal articles exported from Addis Ababa 
are ivory, gold, wax, civet, skins and coffee. The ivory is generally 
of a very fine quality, the greater part passing through the hands 
of the Emperor, who receives it as tribute. The quantity annually 
received at the Palace amounts to from 2,000 to 2,500 frasilas 
(frasila = 37 lbs.). Abyssinian merchants sell at Addis Ababa and 
at Harrar about 1,800 frasilas of ivory per annum. 

Gold.— The exports of gold, like ivory, are for the most part con- 
trolled by the Emperor, but Abyssinian merchants sell about 12,000 
okes per annum at Addis Ababa and Harrar. The oke (28 grammes 
or 432 grains Troy) is sold at the present time at from 32 to 34 
thalers (thaler = about 2s.). There is no export duty on gold. 

Wax.—About one-half of the exports of this product, which 
two years ago were sent by way of Addis Ababa and Harrar, 
now go by way of the Sudan and Massowah. The quantity 
exported through the Somali Coast in the two years, 1499 and 
1900, is estimated at about 34 tons (say about 1,360/. per annum). 
The actual price of the unrefined wax varies from 11 to 12 thalers 
per frasila of 37 lbs. 

Civet is exported to the value of 16,000/. per annum. The 
present price at Addis Ababa is from 2} thalers to 2} thalers per oke. 

Hides are exported almost entirely from Harrar. 

_ Coffee——The greater part of the coffee grown in the south and 
south-west of Abyssinia is now exported by way of Massowah, or sold 
in the Sudan, a small quantity only being sold at Addis Ababa. 

The coffee which is grown in Harrar is greatly esteemed by 
connoisseurs for its aroma and strength. The temperate climate 
and the care with which the natives look after their plantations 
have a great influence on the quality of the coffee. The plantations 
are generally of small extent, and are cultivated by the proprietors 
themselves. 
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PRODUCTION OF CORK IN THE WORLD. 


According to the French “Journal Officiel” of 6th inst., the 
production of cork in the world, estimated at 1,000 metric tons 
(metric ton = 2,204 Ibs. avoirdupois), is limited to those 
regions whose shores are washed by the Mediterranean and the 
Atlantic, extending from Morocco up to 45 degrees North Latitude 
nearly to Bordeaux. The only producing countries therefore are 
Portugal, Spain, France, Italy, and North Africa (Tunis, Algeria, 
and Morocco). 

It is impossible to determine, even approximately, the total 
extent of the forests of cork trees owing to the lack of any precise 
information. Speaking generally, however, it is known that the 
forests in which the cork tree is found in more or less profusion, 
cover an area of about 600,000 hectares in Portugal (hectare = 2°47 
acres), 300,000 in Spain, 80,000 in Italy, and France with her 
North African Possessions 661,000 hectares, of which 426,000 
are in Algeria and 82,000 in Tunis. But it may be said 
that the area of French forests including those in North Africa 
really producing cork is more than one-half of the total extent ot 
cork forests. These forests are composed mainly of cork trees 
intermixed with pines and evergreen oaks; in the Eastern 
Kroumirie, however, magnificent forests of cork trees are to be 
found in their virgin state which will in the future give a large 
production of cork. 

The demand for cork increases from day to day, and there is no 
doubt that when the production is increased, it will find a ready 
market, especially the better qualities. It is said that France, the 
United Kingdom, Germany, Russia, and the United States absorb 
85 per cent. of the total consumption of cork. 

Germany, Russia, and the United States of America impose 
prohibitive duties on cork manufactures, and, in order to assist the 
home industry, admit the raw material almost free.* The United 
Kingdom alone imposes no Customs duty on either, but her con- 
sumption of the manufactured article is provided for by French and 
Spanish manufacture, and by Portugal, from which country the 
United Kingdom imported in 1900 manufactured cork to the 
amount of 5,916,017 lbs. Spain exports principally the finished 
product. Catalonia supplies champagne corks of superior quality, 
which are sold at from 61. 2s. to 6l. 13s. per thousand. 

The “Journal Officiel” goes on to say that France and her 
African colonies have every interest in increasing their production 
of cork, and taking pre-eminence in the markets of the world, the 
more so as Portuguese cork, which grows so rapidly owing to the 
humidity of the climate, is of inferior quality to that of the 
Mediterranean littoral. The bad name which African cork has 


* NorEe.—Cork (raw) enters Germany and the United States free, and in 
Russia there is a duty on it equivalent to about 1s. per cwt. 
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borne for a long time is now a thing of the past, the complete 
collection of samples exhibited at Paris last year having entirely 
removed the impression. 
_ In Tunis, where there yet remain several large forests to be 
taken into account, the production of cork was 9,930 quintals in 
1900, and 11,882 quintals in 1901. The cork, which was bought 
by French and Algerian merchants and taken away immediately 
for manufacturing purposes, was sold at an average price of 
28 francs per quintal in 1900, and 32°84 francs per quintal in 
1901. Tunisian cork is, generally speaking, of a good quality, 
_and certain parts of the Kroumirie are said to furnish a very hard 
cork with a fine grain, and for that reason it is much sought after 
by the trade. There is, however, a difference in the sale price of 
Tunisian cork compared with the price obtained by the Algerian 
.product, but this is due to the fact that in Tunis only cork of the 
first growth, which has a very thick crust, is sold, and consequently 
it loses much of its value in being scraped. In the near future 
. Tunis will collect cork of the second growth, the quality of which, 
_it is said, will certainly equal that of Algeria. 
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THE GOLD-MINING INDUSTRY OF SIBERIA. 


The following particulars relating to the gold-mining industry 
of Siberia are taken from a publication entitled ‘“ Russia, ‘its’ 
Industries and Trade,” issued by order of M. de Witte, Imperial’ 
Russian Minister of Finance :— 

Alluvial gold deposits.—In the Ural region gold is ipreioinred in’ 
the Governments of Orenburg and Perm. In that of Orenburg the: 
extraction of gold is conducted on a small scale, and the bulk of the’ 
gold beds are worked by small gangs of workmen, The deposits’ 
in this region are nowhere of any great depth or extent, and are’ 
not generally situated in the valley of rivers, but in plains, or near 
the summits of mountains, or on their slopes, forming separate and 
independent, but small, beds, of irregular outline. Gold extracting’ 
on a more extensive scale is only carried on in very few places, such 
as the Miass industries, In this Government numerous veins of 
native gold deposits occur, and there is no doubt that in course of" 
time the extraction of the metal from the veinstone is bound to’ 
develop considerably. At present this Government yields about 
6,264 lbs. (English) of alluvial gold, and 3,852 lbs. of vein gold per’ 
annum. The average proportion of gold per ton of alluvium is 
0:036 ozs., and that of veinstone 0°282 ozs. 

In the Perm Government the deposits are, for the most part, of 
inconsiderable extent ; while the proportion of gold contained in a 
ton of auriferous rock varies considerably. The average is‘ 
0-038 oz. per ton of alluvium, and 0-267 oz. per ton of veinstone. 
The present annual yield in the Govetnines of Perm is about’ 
10,224 lbs. from alluvial deposits and 1,728 lbs. from vein 
ores. In Western Siberia the deposits are, for the most part, poor’ 
in the proportion of gold contained. The layers are narrow, 
shallow, and unequal, with frequent interruptions. Here, too, the 
prevailing mining enterprises are only on a small scale. The average 
proportion of gold contained in a ton of raw rock is about 
0°024 oz. in the alluvium and 0°324 oz. in the veinstones. At 
present the annual yield of gold in Western Siberia amounts to 
about 5,616 lbs. obtained from the alluvium and 432 lbs. from 


vein ore. 

The deposits of Eastern Siberia, which are situated in the 
Yakutsk province, and those of the region of the Amur, the 
Nerchinsk district, and the Maritime province, are distinguished 
by their richness, uninterruptedness, and their extent. Mines are 
here conducted on,a large scale, and all the conditions exist for 
the development of the industry. The wealth of the gold-bearing 
deposits situated along the Rivers Lena and Amur and their 
tributaries is in the breadth of the deposit, the depth of 
the layers, and the quantity of gold contained. Those of 
- the mountain ranges of Eastern Siberia are frequently from . 
700 to 1,400 ft. and more in breadth; the layers have a 
thickness of from 4 to 6 ft, which does not vary either 
lengthways or breadthways; while the “average proportion 
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of gold per ton of sand is from 0°184 to 0°282 oz., and sometimes 
more, so that the annual yield of gold from such beds amounts to 
3,600 lbs. and over. The bulk of the gold, 24,264 lbs., in fact, is 
procured in the Olekminsk district in the south-western portion of 
the Yakutsk province. Here we find underground mining carried 
en, the more important gold extracting plants being engaged in 
the working of beds situated some distance below the surface, 
which are, at the same time, the richest in gold. The entire 
layers of turfs and auriferous alluvium are frequently frozen 
- throughout, at other times the bed is thawed, while at other places 
again the two classes of rock alternate. 

The second place among the gold-yielding areas is taken by the 
Amur region, which yields about 12,924 lbs. of gold. The auriferous 
beds in the Amur goldfields are generally very favourably situated for 
working, as they are, for the most part, quite near the surface, 
subterranean mining being necessary in very few places. The 
average yield of gold is 0-094 ozs. to the ton of rock, and in some 
places 0-282 ozs. and upwards. 

The third place in order of importance is held by the Maritime 
province, with an annual production of about 5,940 tons, and an 
average proportion of 0°149 ozs. of gold to the ton, which rises in 
some places to 0°329 ozs. The gold-extracting industry in the 
Maritime region has grown considerably, having increased four and 
a-half times during the last eight years. 

The fourth place is occupied by the Transbaikal region, together 
with the district of Nerchinsk, where up to 7,056 lbs. of gold are 
procured annually. 

In Eastern Siberia the average annual quantity of gold pro- 
cured was about 57,780 lks., with a proportion of about 0:094 ozs. 
to the ton.

‘They are dutiable on the 
same footing as “articles of nickeled brass combined with other 
materials,” under No. 19d (3) of the Tariff, at the rate of 60 marks 
per 100 kilogs. (17. 10s. 6d. per cwt.). 

Pumpernickel (specially prepared black bread) is, when imported 
in hermetically sealed tins, dutiable under No. 25p (1) of the 
Tariff, at the rate of 60 marks per 100 kilogs. (1/. 10s. 6d. per cwt.) 

Ornamental iron bars twisted into screw-shape, the section of 
which bears the form of a cross, are dutiable as ‘‘ rough iron goods, 
not otherwise mentioned,” under No. 6¢ (2)a of the Tariff, at the 
rate of 6 marks per 100 kilogs. (3s. 04d. per cwt.).

The complete time table 
of sailings under the new arrangements was enclosed with the 
memorandum mentioned, and can be seen on application at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 50, Parlia- 
ment-street, S.W., any day between the hours of 10 a.m.and 5 p.m. 
It appears, however, that whilst the Lloyd service from Hong- 
Kong to Sydney ceases, the steamer ‘‘ Oceana” belonging to 
the Jaluit Company will, under an agreement just effected with 
the Imperial Chancellor, take up the Sydney-Hong-Kong route 
(instead of her hitherto usual round trip Sydney, Jaluit, Kussaie, 
Ponape, Ruk, Yap, Palau, Ponape, Jaluit, Sydney), and on the 
outward voyage will visit Jaluit (Marshall group), Kussaie, Ponape 
and Ruk (Eastern Carolines), Yap (Western Carolines), and on

American syndicate intends to establish.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY.

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a locomotive without the tender is 50,750 francs (2,030/.). The 
most powerful express engines cost from 76,000 to 100,000 francs 
(3,040/. to 4,000/.), but the number of this kind of engine con- 
structed in Austria is relatively small. 

The establishments enumerated above have at the present time 
orders for 92 locomotives and 24 tenders for the State, and for 20 
locomotives for Austrian railway companies. Foreign orders were 
frequent in 1900 and previous years, but in 1901 the only order 
received was one from Egypt for six locomotives. It is said that 
unless new orders are received four of the locomotive manufactories 
will be without work in six months’ time. It should be noted, 
however, that in the case of new orders being received, from two to 
four’ months are required in order to procure the necessary 
material.

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BRITISH INDIA. 


According to the ae Fa India” of the 4th inst., Mr. George 
att, the Reporter on Economic Products, has 

pag eng of succeeded in inducing the Afridi wax-cloth 
“ . workers to impart the secret of their craft, 
which has hitherto puzzled all inquirers into Indian industries. 
Afridi wax-cloth, a kind of raised colour painting on cotton fabrics, 
has been made almost from time immemorial, and is a well-known 
product of certain workshops in Peshawar, Lahore, Calcutta, and 
Bombay ; but until Mr. Watt set about his inquiries complete 
ignorance prevailed, outside the circle of artisans, as to the consti- 
tution of the medium employed. With the assistance of Mr. Roe, 


‘the Secretary to the Peshawar Municipality, Mr. Watt was able to 


ascertain that the medium, known as roghan, is a peculiar product 
of the safflower seed. The method of preparation, which is carried 
on entirely at Peshawar, is to boil the oil—expressed from the 
seeds by cold pressure—for 12 hours, and then throw the heated 
fluid into shallow pans of cold water. Under this treatment it 
swells up into a thick jelly-like substance, which is the roghan of 
commerce. Before being applied to the cloth it is mixed with 
some mineral colour and drawn out into fine threads on a pointed 
style, with which the pattern is traced. The operators, who are. 
invariably Afridis, attain a very high degree of skill, and possess 
marked artistic abilities. The weight of Afridi wax-cloth—an 
Afridi woman’s costume would turn the scale at over 13 lbs.— 
makes it unsuitable to articles of European dress; but the ever- 
increasing demand for household drapings gave a ready outlet for 
the Afridi artisan’s skill, to which he has readily adapted himself: 
Careful tests made in Calcutta also showed that as a waterproofing 
material, or as a material to be used in the manufacture of 
linoleum, roghan has a distinct claim to careful consideration, and 
is in some respects superior to linseed. The “Times of India” adds 
that, systematically worked, there would appear to be a promising 
future before this industry.

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AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


A despatch dated 17th inst. has been received at the Foreign Office 

from H.M.Consul-General at Budapest enclosing 
Sugar Production. a memorandum translated from the “ Pester 

Lloyd” of 16th inst. containing some statistics 
of the sugar production in Austria-Hungary. Tbe memorandum 
states that according to the returns published by the Austro- 
Hungarian Union of Beetroot-sugar Growers at the end of 
December last, there were then in existence 22 factories in Austria 
and 19 in Hungary, together 41 factories running, against 27 in 
the preceding year. Although the yearly course of operations is 
approaching its termination, there remained at the new year a 
larger stock of beet for manipulation than 12 months ago, the 
beet harvest having been better this year by 21 per cent. In the 
month of December the output of raw sugar amounted to 2,447,000 
metric cwts.as compared with 1,779,000 in 1900, an increase of 
668,000 metric ewts. The net output since the commencement of 
the yearly course was 11,218,000 metric cwts., against 9,243,000 
in the preceding year, or 1,975,000 more. 

The amount of visible supply is, owing to the development of 
the export business, not unduly large in spite of the increaced 
production. It increased in December by 1,133,000 metric ewts. 
raw sugar value, as compared with 756,000 in the corresponding 
month of 1900, and amounted at the end of the month to 7,454,000 
metric cwts., against 6,299,000 the year before, an increase of 
1,155,000. Of the supplies finally left, 1,777,000 metric ewts. fall 
this year under the heading of refined sugar, and 5,479,000 under 
that of raw sugar, against 1,844,000 and 4,249,000 respectively in 
1900. 


GUATEMALA.

A formal investigation was held at the Town Hall, Oldham, on 
the 10th inst., into the circumstances attending 
the Boiler the explosion of a boiler in Newark Street, 

Explosions Act Oldham, on the 31st October last. 

‘ When, by whom, or for what purpose the 
boiler was made could not be ascertained, but it was eventually 
sold by a cotton operative named Mr. Wilson Barlow for a few 
shillings to Mr. John Eve, another cotton operative, who used it for 
the purpose of steaming pigs’ food. 

On the 31st October the fire was lit and steam was got up 
to a pressure of 25 lbs. It was then used until the pressure 
was reduced to 7 lbs. Steam was again got up to 17 lbs. 
when the boiler exploded. Mr. John Eve and two other persons 
who were sitting in front of the boiler were severely injured, and 
one of them so much so that he died from the effects of his injuries.

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The bottom angle ring fractured over the whole circumference, 
the wooden shed in which the boiler stood was wrecked, and the 
boiler was projected about ten yards from its original position. 

The Court found that the explosion was caused from overpressure, 
the panting action of t’1e bottom having so weakened the angle iron 
ring as to cause it to fracture. The Court were of opinion that, 
having regard to its construction, the boiler was unfit for any useful 
steam pressure, and that the conduct of Mr. Barlow in fixing the 
working pressure of this boiler was most reprehensible ; that Mr. 
John Eve was negligent and to blame for the explosion, inasmuch 
as he purchased the boiler from a cotton operative and worked it 
without examination by any competent person. 

The Court were of opinion that Mr. Eve had already been 
sufficiently punished having regard to the serious injuries and pe- 
cuniary loss that he had sustained, and they made no order for costs 
against him. Mr. Wilson Barlow had five young children to 
support, and the Court only ordered him to pay the sum of 40s. 
towards the costs and expenses of the investigation.

Suppl ’ Chamber of Commerce in reply to an enquiry 
upplementary made of the Chamber by sundry foreign com- 
apenas. mercial agents, to the effect that “all ‘supple- 
mentary expenses’ caused by Bulgarian Quarantine Measures 
ought to be borne by the foreign shipper and not by the 
Bulgarian buyer.” It may be feared that on the strength of this 
‘ opinion ” local buyers will be encouraged to claim the right of 
deducting all quarantine expenses from the invoice price of goods 
imported from abroad, and it is therefore well to note that the 
Chamber disclaims any legal value for this ‘‘ opinion.”

Ordnance. Survey Maps of Great Britain and Ivreland.—The 
Ordnance Survey are issuing a new series of folding pocket maps 
for England and Wales on the scale of one inch to the mile. The 
maps are printed in colours on sheets 18 by 12 inches, mounted 
on canvas, in a cover or flat, price 1s. each. The one-inch map can 
also be procured at the same price in black and white, showing 
outline and contours; or in outline, with hills printed either in 
black or brown: the outline map has recently been revised. These 
maps are not only useful for general topographical purposes, but 
should also prove serviceable to cyclists and pedestrians, since they 
show all roads, indicating their character and whether metalled or 
not, footpaths, hills, rivers, towns, villages, railway stations, and 
local boundaries. 

Combined one-inch outline maps have also been published of 
Bath, Birmingham, Bournemouth, Bradford, Brighton and Worth- 
ing, Bristol, Chatham, Clovelly, Derby, Dorchester and Portland, 
Gloucester and Cheltenham, Huddersfield, Leeds, Leicester, 
Liverpool, London, Manchester, Nottingham, Plymouth, Rugby, 
Sheffield and the Peak, Warrington, Warwick and Leamington, 
Weymouth, Winchester, Aberdeen, Dundee, Glasgow, the Isle of 
Wight, the Lake District of England, the New Forest, and 
South-East Kent. Additional maps are in course of preparation. 

These combined maps are based on the revised one-inch map. In 
most cases they are being published folded in covers, and with the 
principal roads coloured, at prices varying from 1s. to 1s. 6d. 

Cheap maps of counties, groups of counties, or districts are also 
being published on the finch scale, with main roads coloured, at 
6d. plain, or 9d. if folded in a cover. 

There are agents for the sale of Ordnance Survey Maps in most 

of the chief towns, and maps can be ordered and indexes, &c., seen 
at many Head Post Offices, in places where there are no agents. 
They can also be ordered, through any bookseller, from the Director- 
General, Ordnance Survey, Southampton ; or in the case of Ireland, 
from the Officer in Charge, Ordnance Survey, Dublin.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so’ far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
{under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to | 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Jolonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., ke. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
